DOUBLE EAGLE AND GOLD $1 IN THE 1849 CONGRESS 

By ELSTON G. BRADFIELD, A. N. A. 14731, Chicago, Illinois 

Just 100 years ago, two new pieces were added to the family of 
United States coins. They were the one dollar and twenty dollar gold 
pieces. Neither had been minted before. Both came from the same 
Congressional act, of the same parentage. And both were designed by 
James B. Longacre. 

One, the double eagle, lived twice as long as the other. The gold 
dollar died in 1889 at the age of 40 when it had reached the end of its 
usefulness. The twenty dollar coin, then in its 85th year, was killed 
by the New Deal in 1934. During their lifetimes, however, large numbers 
were minted; of the dollar, over 15 million dollars worth; of the double 
eagle, 174 million pieces to the staggering value of 3% billion dollars. 

During this centennial year of 1949, it might be stimulating to 
recall the history of the legislation that brought these coins on the 
American scene. Most of the following account, including a bit of 
unpublished Lincolniana, is taken from The Congressional Globe of 
1848-1849. 

The year before, 1848, had seen the United States add over 525,000 
square miles to its holdings as a result of negotiations following the 
Mexican War. California was a part of this vast territory. There 
Marshall had found his gold on the site of Sutter’s sawmill. The reported 
discovery of gold in California was confirmed by the President in his 
annual message to the lame duck session of the 30th Congress on 
December 5, 1848. F^om this session was to spring the act authorizing 
the new gold coins. 

At the beginning of 1849, the office of President was filled by James 
K. Polk, a Democrat. His successor, Zachary Taylor, Whig, had been 
elected in November to take the oath March 4, 1849. Robert M. Patter- 
son was in his fifteenth year as director of the mint, while his chief 
engraver was our old friend, James B. Longacre. 

The coins circulating in the United States were the silver dollar, 
half-dollar, quarter-dollar, dime and half-dime; the large copper cent 
and half-cent. Numbers of Spanish coins were still making the rounds.

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There was much paper currency throughout the country. Of gold 
coins there were thiw, the eagle, the half-eagle and quarter-eagle. 
Altho there had been some talk of the necessity of a gold dollar, there 
had been no suggestion of the double eagle. 

For several years committees had considered the subject of new 
gold coins and reported unfavorably. In a letter to James I. McKay, 
chairman of the House Ways and Means Committee, on January 20, 
1844, Patterson had contended that such a coin as the gold dollar would 
be “too diminutive.” Another objection raised by him was that the 
doUar was already represented in a silver coin. 

By 1849, however, silver dollars were rapidly disappearing. Hep- 
bum, in his A History of Currency in the United States^ says the “16 
to 1” silver-gold ratio set by the Act of 1837 “placed a valuation upon 
gold of 52 cents per ounce higher than that generally prevailing in 
Europe. It made the silver dollar worth $1.03 measured by the gold 
dollar. Ere long silver began to depart for Europe, where the ratio of 
15^^ to 1 prevailed, and also to India, which had adopted the single 
silver standard in 1835 at the ratio of 15 to 1.”* 

The first hint of a legislative change in our gold coinage by the 
30th Congress came on January 22, 1849. McKay, a Democrat com- 
pleting his ninth and last term as a representative from North Carolina, 
gave notice in the House of his intention of filing a bill calling for the 
minting of a new coin, the gold dollar. 

Three days later, on the 25th, in pursuance of his previous notice, 
he obtained leave and introduced “A bill to authorize the coinage of one 
dollar gold pieces at the mint of the United States and its branches.” 
The double eagle was not included in McKay’s bill. Read twice, the 
proposal was referred to the Ways and Means Committee, of which 
McKay was still chairman. 

The first shot for the double eagle was fired in the Senate on 
February 1. On that day, Charles G. Atherton, a Democrat from New 
Hampshire with a long legislative record, reported a bill from the 
Committee on Finance. This bill called for the coining of not only the 
one dollar gold piece, but also a twenty dollar gold coin. 

Here the matter rested. For several weeks nothing happened, at 
least outwardly. But activity was being carried on in committee, for 
on February 20 with eleven days only of the session remaining, an 
amended bill was reported out by the Ways and Means Committee. 
Referring to the amendment, McKay said the committee had decided 
to strike a larger coin, the double eagle, as well as the dollar. It is 
probable Atherton and McKay, as committee chairmen, had discussed 
the double eagle and had decided to make a joint effort on its behalf. 

The House took up debate the same day. Replying to a query 
by Alexander E. Evans, a first term Whig from Maryland, McKay said 
the weight of the coins had been made to conform to that specified in 
the Act of 1837. The chairman added that one section of the proposed 
bill, concerning the allowance of variation in the standard weights of 
coins, had been written in at the request of the mint director. 

McKay spoke briefly in favor of the bill. After detailing some of 
the probable objections, he observed that the Act of 1837 required the 
mint to deliver to depositors such coin as they wished. He felt this 
purpose could be served best in the proposed legislation. If events should 
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prove, however, that depositors did not desire the coins in question, 
they would not ask for them. And anyway, since the authorization 
called for was for two years only, it would be a simple matter not to 
renew if the coinage was unpopular. 

Pennsylvania had sent the two Ingersoll brothers to the House of 
Representatives. At this point one of them, Joseph R., gained the floor. 
Afterwards minister to Great Britain, he was a Whig of long congres- 
sional experience. He whipped into the proposed bill with typical con- 
gressional oratory and fury. Such coinage ideas had been suggested 
before, he said, but met with disfavor. Apparently there was little 
public sentiment for the project. When he referred to the supposed 
backing of Patterson, Ingersoll stated that ‘‘the opinion of the very 
intelligent director of the mint is probably extorted by some new born 
belief engendered by the fear that in some shape or other the thing 
will be produced, however abortive may be the birth.'' 

The Pennsylvanian intimated further that the use of such a “toy 
coin" as the gold dollar bordered on the uncivilized. Spain, in her 
decadent and disturbed condition, was the only nation maintaining a 
similar coin. “Perhaps that ancient monarchy owes its present difficulties 
to the multiplication and diffusion of its gold." 

If we must have such an experiment, Ingersoll felt we should “let 
the experiment be made on foreign materials, and not on our own." He 
complimented the mint as being a “happy organization" but implied 
this might not continue to be the case if new coins entailing new dies 
and new problems were authorized to complicate the life of that organi- 
zation. 

But Ingersoll saved his sharpest irony for the double eagle. “It 
seems great coins are to be issued as well as small ones. If eagles' wings 
are to be clipped down to a standard so small that they will fail to 
perform their office from their insigniflcance, they are, as the bill pro- 
poses, to be doubled into a ponderous and unparalleled size. Bad as the 
increase of metal is, it is not half so bad as its wasteful diminution. We 
have dollars of silver. It is idle to have dollars of gold. Is it intended 
to carry the experiment still further, and duplicate all the denominations 
of coins? Make gold half-dollars, gold quarter-dollars, gold dimes, and 
gold half-dimes, and you have enough; but may it not lead to making 
silver quarter-eagles, silver half-eagles, and silver eagles? Ponderous 
coinage once existed among a simple and warlike people. If it is to be 
introduced again, iron or tobaccco will suit as well as gold." 

After Ingersoll finally sat down, Charles Hudson, a Massachusetts 
Whig, obtained recognition. As a member of the committee which had 
considered the bill, he had been in the minority. He, too, had some 
objections. First, there was no demand for such coins. Second, a gold 
dollar could be easily counterfeited and passed off in the dark “as a 
five cent piece" (half dime). With this very possibility in mind, the mint 
director had furnished a genuine gold dollar and a counterfeit one to 
the committee. The two pieces were put in the hands of the committee 
members with the warning that one was spurious. The members weighed 
and measured and examined as well as they could. The majority, Hudson 
admitted, had been able to detect the counterfeit, but only after con- 
siderable hesitation. Consequently, he believed the experiment to be a 
dangerous one. 
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At this, George Washington Jones, a Democrat of Tennessee, was 
on his feet. Gaining recognition, he asked with some sarcasm if the 
gentleman from Massachusetts would be able to tell the difference in 
the dark between a hundred dollar bill and a shinplaster of one dollar, 
either by size, touch or in any way except sight? It seemed to Jones 
the argument against these gold coins could be applied “with tenfold 
force to bank bills.*' 

Hudson interposed and said the committee members had not judged 
with their eyes closed but he thought the main consideration in dis- 
covering the spurious coin had been the slight difference in weight. 

Henry Nicoll, New York Democrat serving his only term, believed 
all this counterfeit talk was much exaggerated. He voiced the opinion 
that the wants of the country right now called for such coins. It was 
for those communities in which small notes were disappearing that this 
bill for a one dollar gold piece would operate beneficially. And, after 
all, he thought the “people had enough discrimination to distinguish 
counterfeits.” 

John A. Rockwell, Connecticut Whig, now moved to table the bill. 
On this motion ocurred the only roll call vote. By an overwhelming 127 
to 37 the motion was defeated. 

Next considered was the amendment calling for the double eagle. 
The House quickly agreed to this without a record vote. Shortly after- 
ward the bill was passed by the House and sent to the Senate. There 
it was referred to Atherton's Committee on Finance. 

Two days later, February 22, the Senate committee reported favor- 
ably on the bill with amendment. Interest lagging, no further action was 
evidenced until March 3. 

That day, Saturday the 3d, was destined to be a long one. Much 
work remained to be done. The day’s meeting ran on through the night 
until 7 o’clock Sunday morning. Being the closing day of the session, it 
was also the last chance for the coinage bill. Likewise, it was the last 
day in office for President Polk and for many of the Congressmen. Of 
the latter who had either not been re-elected or had not chosen to run 
again were McKay, Atherton, Hudson, Ingersoll, Nicoll, Rockwell, and 
a man from Illinois who was serving his one and only term in Congress 
— Abraham Lincoln. 

Lincoln had not been too active in Congress. He had neither spoken 
on nor given any opinion on the pending coinage legislation. There is 
a record of his vote being cast against tabling the bill on February 20. 
Therefore, it is highly probable he voted for the act itself when it was 
up for passage. He was present in the House on each of the days the 
gold proposal was up for consideration. 

On this concluding day. Senator Atherton demanded the Senate 
consider the bill immediately. Whether from the press of other business 
or because there actually was a lack of interest, little opposition was 
shown to the measure in the upper house. Such as there was came from 
William R. King, a Democrat from Alabama. King, who was afterward 
Vice President for a short period, could foresee little use for the double 
eagle. He felt the eagle was sufficient. 

Like McKay in the House, Atherton observed that if the coins were 
found inconvenient or undesirable, they would not be brought into use. 
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He quoted Senator Thomas Hart Benton of Missouri, whom he called 
a ‘^pretty good authority on the circulation of gold” as saying the double 
eagle would be in greater demand than the gold dollar. And if mint 
records are a criteria, Senator Benton was right. 

After brief discussion the bill with Senate amendment was agreed 
to and returned to the House. With only a few hours remaining, the 
House concurred in the Senate version. 

The final step was taken when the President affixed his signature. 
The Gold Coinage Act of March 3, 1849 was a reality.

A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE DOUBLE EAGLE 

By A. KOSOFF, Chairman of National Coin Week 

The first coinage of the double eagle, in 1849, evidenced an expan- 
sion of ideas in relation to our currency. It was further induced by the 
accessions from California gold deposits, which required additional 
facilities for the resultant increasing exchanges. Let us examine this 
newcomer. 

A bust of the Goddess of Liberty facing left; hair done up behind 
head and falling in curls, around the same a fillet on which is the motto 
1849. LIBERTY ; and around the edge of the field thirteen stars. In the 
exergue — 1849. 

The reverse — an eagle with expanded wings with shield on breast ; 
a scroll, pendant from beak and passing around shield, the motto E 
PLURIBUS UNUM; above head an oval formed by 13 stars and sur- 
mounted by a blaze; in the talons the olive-branch and arrows. Legend 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA Exergue - TWENTY D. 

This style remained until 1907 except for a change in 1866 when 
the motto IN GOD WE TRUST was inserted within the oval on the 
reverse and another in 1877 when DOLLARS replaced D. on the reverse. 
For practical purposes the series of double eagles starts in 1850, only 
one specimen of the 1849 having been struck. 

Thanks to President Theodore Roosevelt’s artistic instincts, the 
noted sculptor-artist, Augustus Saint Gaudens, was commissioned to 
redesign the eagle and double eagle. When the $10 coin was issued in 
1907 the enthusiasm which had been aroused by the publicity given to 
the new work was dampened by disappointment. The public had expected 
more. The $20 piece in high relief, representing an artistic achieve- 
ment, brought forth expressions pro and con. 

The omission of the motto IN GOD WE TRUST caused consider- 
able consternation. Rousing resolutions from religious assemblies called 
for a Presidential explanation. President Roosevelt was of the opinion 
that this motto on our coins came dangerously close to sacrilege, that 
it had never been an 3 d:hing but a source of jest and ridicule. In 1908 the 
motto was restored. 

The high relief, the bold outstanding type, the embossed edge — these 
were the artistic achievements which made our new Double Eagle the 
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most beautiful coin in the history of the U. S. Mint. (The edge had 46 
stars heralding Oklahoma before it was oflBcially admitted to statehood.) 

A number of trial pieces of this new coin were minted in extra high 
relief and these are very rare, being currently quoted at $3000 each. A 
coin the size of the ten dollcu* piece with the design of the twenty dollar 
coin and twice the thickness of the eagle is excessively rare, the only 
two specimens known being in the National Coin Collection in the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

The double eagle was last minted in 1933. Apparently no authoriza- 
tion for the release of this coin was ever made. Nevertheless several 
specimens did find their way into leading collections and these have been 
recovered by the Government. 

Curiously this series of double eagles which started with an 1849 
which no one can acquire, ended in the same manner with the 1933. 


Book Reui'eios 

LA MONEDA ARABIGO-ESPANOLA was written by Castro Maria 
del Rivero and was published in Madrid in 1933. This little book of 193 
pages, of which 83 pages are text and the remaining 110 pages being an 
appendix, is an elementary treatise on the Moorish coins of Spain and 
North Africa. The Moorish series of Spain has been given very little 
attention by collectors primarily because so few collectors have even a 
rudimentary knowledge of the Cufic writing. The author in his intro- 
duction states that ‘‘this book proposes to serve as an introduction to an 
elemental study of the numismatics of the Arabs in Spain and is in 
response to reiterated desires expressed by the public.” With this 
elemental nature in mind the author has given in the text and in the 
appendix tables by which the novice can identify his coins. In these 
tables the author shows the Cufic writing as it appears on the coin 
with its Spanish translation. There is an alphabet, a list of numbers 
and dates, a list of Moorish rulers in Spain and a list of 42 mint cities 
of which 28 are in Spain and 14 in adjacent North Africa. With these 
tables in front of him the collector can search his coin until he finds the 
key words and thus may identify it. Granted, it is still a cryptogram 
and a slow, laborious process, but it is now possible. 

The book also contains four genealogies (with the female member 
omitted) and several chronological lists of rulers. There is also a map 
of Spain and adjacent North Africa showing the location of mint cities. 
A well selected list of 161 coins is illustrated on three (3) folding 
plates, examples of every ruler and mint city being chosen. The text 
is in Spanish, but the words used are simple ones, so with a dictionary 
the interested collector can readily translate the work. 

My congratulations to Senor Del Rivero as he has made a valiant 
attempt to simplify a rather complicated series. A few more books of 
this type and we will all be collecting Moorish coins. — P. K. ANDERSON

collectors with an up-to-date and accurate survey of the United States

fashion; notes and comments accompany the listing of colonial and 
state coinages; and explanatory notes accompany all the important 
types of United States coins. 

From cover to cover this catalogue is packed with authentic infor- 
mation, beautiful halftone illustrations, and up-to-the-minute market 
values.

J. M. Folgosa A MOEDA DE MOCAMBIQUE A CONTRAMARCA 
M. R. ‘‘MOCAMBIQUE,*’ No. 52, December, 1947. 

From distant Lorenzo Marquez, Mozambique comes a most enlight- 
ening article that bids fair to place and end, once and for all, to the 
uncertainty as to the origin of the controversial MR countermark on 
Spanish American and other coins. 

This is Mr. Folgosa’s second article on these countermarked coins 
and the lack of documentaries in his first article is effectively remedied 
in his second article which was written in Lisbon after he had had the 
opportunity of consulting the colonial archives at the Portuguese capital. 

It is a scholarly and well written essay well printed and well illus- 
trated and a clarification of the origin of a series which was previously 
clothed in obscurity and uncertainty. 

Some numismatists of note had ascribed them to Martinique, others 
to Morelos, others Mexico and to Nicaragua while the undersigned had 
hoped against hope, but with no corroborative documents, to support his 
contention that they “might have been” Manila Resellados. Mr. Folgosa 
has put an end to all of these more or less logical attributions and leaves 
no doubt whatsoever, by the countermarked and documents submitted, 
where and when these were countermarked and also why these measures 
were taken. Collectors of countermarked coins and of coins of the 
Iberian Peninsula and its colonies may place them where they properly 
belong. Now that the coins are where they should be, one wonders why 
there should have, been so many different interpretations as to the origin. 

Mr. Folgosa has an incomplete but very long list of these coins both 
from his and from other collectors and that list only emphasizes the 
importance and reliability of the documents submitted in the articles. 

Mr. Folgosa seems to be disturbed by the fact that there are several 
distinct dies used and seems to consider some of these as contemporary 
counterprints. The experience of Philippine numismatists with the crown 
II and crown Fo 7® countermarks, the official dies of which were many, 
would indicate that in such small countermarks not one or two but very 
many dies had to be utilized because of the small diameter of the punches 
used and the frequency with what they had to be replaced. In the case 
of the MR countermarks, it is a foregone conclusion that the series of 
the words would eventually be flattened or chipped off and the resultant 
imprint different but from the same dies. 

By constant use, the die is flattened or the serifs of the letters 
chipped off and some dies which may be considered as different dies 
are in reality the same dies which have been flattened or injured by 
constant hammering. In spite of the large number of different dies used 
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any modern counterfeit of a small countermark is very easily detected 
by those who have made a study of them. There is a certain something 
about them that defies successful imitation. 

Mr. Folgosa in his very interesting study leaves very little doubt 
that these interesting coins were countermarked at Portugal’s ancient 
West African Colony of Morzamby y Riss — between 1865 and 1867 
under the orders of Governor of the Province. 

The author was fortunate in having as a vehicle for his study a 
magazine as artistic and as typographically attractive as the official 
quarterly magazines ^^Monzamhique/’ It is also more than evident that 
^ere is no scarcity of art papers, and of artists, and craftsmen in that 
distant section of the world. 

A translation of the article from Portuguese to English would be 
greatly appreciated by English and American collectors of counter- 
marked coins. — GILBERT S. PEREZ, Manila 

PRIMITIVE MONEY in Its Ethnological, Historical and Economic 
Aspects, by Paul Einzig. Published by Eyre & Spottiswoodie, London, 
1949. 517 pages, cloth bound. Price 25 shillings. 

This appears to be the outstanding single book on the subject of 
primitive, odd and unusual monies published to date. Covering as it 
does primitive monies of all types the world over, from dog’s teeth to 
modern cigarettes, it forms a very complete catalog of these monies. 
But the book is not intended as a catalog alone. Divided into three 
sections, containing a total of 142 chapters, it covers the ethnological, 
historical and theoretical (economic) aspects of primitive monies. It 
would not be surprising if this book should become a basic handbook 
on the subject of primitive monies as well as the economic background 
of money. 

In the ethnological section the different primitive monies issued by 
primitive peoples are described and excellent accounts of their exchange 
value and manner of use is given. 

The section covering historical primitive monies covers ancient, 
medieval and modern periods and is similar to the ethnological section 
but differs in that only the monies described are primitive. The people 
responsible for the primitive monies are civilized but have been forced 
to resort to barter currencies because of the scarcity of coin or through 
lack of knowledge of conventional money. 

The last section is titled ‘‘theoretical” and is an economic education 
in itself. Covering as it does a general history of primitive monies, and 
over a dozen monetary policies, theories and laws, many numismatists 
could read it with profit whether they are interested in primitive monies 
or not. 

This book represents several years of research on the part of the 
author as can easily be verified by the extensive bibliography totaling 
29 pages ! A 10 page index concludes the work. — ARLIE SLABAUGH

MUSEUM NOTES. Published by the American Numismatic Society, 
Broadway at 156th St., New York, 1948. 154 pages, 26 plates. Heavy 
paper bound. 

The third edition of this publication is almost equally divided 
between ancient, medieval and modem, and oriental coins. The United 
States is represented by only two pages which give a short discussion 
of the Zerbe collection of Lesher Referendum pieces recently presented 
to the Society. However, a page of illustrations of these pieces helps 
make up for the lack of a detailed account of these coins. 

In the ancient section the Greek, Indo-Bactrian, Roman, and Byzan- 
tine coins acquired by the A. N. S. in 1947 are described with many of 
the rarer pieces being illustrated. Written in an easily understood man- 
ner, this section could well be used to supplement the standard catalogues 
on ancient coins as many of the pieces illustrated are without sufficient 
description elsewhere. Also included in the ancient section is an article 
on the “Incuse” Coinages of South Italy that is worthy of study. A short 
article on a Seleucid Mint at Elaeusa Sebaste completes this section. 

Some worthwhile additions to medieval and modern numismatics 
have been made through descriptions and illustrations of the Wormser 
gift of coins of East Frisia. There being no complete catalogue of these 
coins, this article will add further to the information available. Short 
descriptions with illustrations are also given of two unique silver quarter 
reales of the first Mexico City coinage of Charles and Johanna, and the 
1732 eight reales piece, which was the first year the screw press was 
used at the Mexico City mint. Completing this section is a discussion of 
the counterstamp of the Franconian Circle of 1693. 

The subject of oriental coins likewise has some outstanding contri- 
butions to numismatics. An excellent list of early Arab gold dinars is 
given. Early Chinese knife and spade coins are discussed in “The Dis- 
tribution of Coin Types in Ancient China.” Articles on letters written 
to Stanley Lane Poole and coins from Axum complete this section.

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THE ASSAY COMMISSION OF 1949 

As reported by Herbert E. Rowold, A. N. A. 4432 
and A. N. A. District Secretary for Western Missouri 

The 1949 Assay Commission met at the Philadelphia Mint on Feb- 
ruary 9th and 10th with the following persons having received a resi- 
dential appointment: Mrs. Marguerite Quinn, Norwichtown, Connecticut; 
Mrs. Archibald Alexander, Bernardsville, New Jersey; Mrs. David 
Fitzgerald, Glens Falls, New York; Herbert E. Rowold, Kansas City, 
Missouri; Presley Bowen, Baltimore, Maryland; Howard Starling, 
Parkersburg, West Virginia; Felix Mirando, Providence, Rhode Island; 
Mrs. George Mesta, Washington, D. C. ; Mrs. George Maurice Morris, 
Washington, D. C. ; Mrs. Ruth Grigg Horting, Harrisburg, Pennsylvania ; 
Richardson Dillworth, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; and Dr. Edw’ard U. 
Condon, Director, National Bureau of Standards, Washington, D. C. 

Ex-ofl5cio members were the Hon. Preston Delano, Comptroller of 
Currency, Washington, D. C. ; the Hon. William Kirkpatrick, Judge of 
the Eastern District of Pennsylvania, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania and 
Joseph Buford, U. S. Assay office. New York. 

Nellie Tayloe Ross, Director of the Mint, her assistant Kenneth 
Failor and practically all the Mint officials were present but not as 
members of the Commission. The writer was the only A. N. A. member 
or numismatist on the 1949 Commission and Mr. Dillworth, prominent 
Philadelphia lawyer, was the only absentee because an important legal 
case prevented it. 

The 157th Annual Assay Commission was opened formally at 10 
o'clock on the morning of Wednesday, February 9th with Nellie Tayloe 
Ross making a very interesting and inspiring talk on the traditions 
and duties of the Commission after which she introduced all the noted 
persons present, all the members of the Commission and finally appointed 
Judge Kirkpatrick as the temporary chairman. As the first order of 
business, Presley Bowen was elected as permanent chairman and 
immediately took over and divided the commission into three Commit- 
tees, the Counting Committee, the Weighing Committee and the Assay 
Committee. 

At this point the proceedings were delayed for over an hour because 
a battery of photographers and news-reel men swarmed down and began 
taking scores and scores of pictures. Two of these made the local papers 
but what happened to all the rest will in all likelihood remain a deep 
dark secret to me for all time. The local offices of the newsreel com- 
panies have never been able to tell me when or where the scenes taken 
that day would be shown. 

After order finally was resumed, the various committees assembled 
to begin their work, but first the “Pyx" boxes from the three mints had 
to be opened and the envelopes containing the coins which were selected 
at random for assaying had to be made available to the various com- 
mittees. It should be mentioned here that in previous years one coin 
out of every 2,000 was selected at random for assaying but this law 
was changed by Congressional action that from now on only one coin 
out of every 10,000 is selected for this purpose. After the “Pyx" boxes 
were opened and the envelopes properly arranged by monthly deliveries. 
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these envelopes went first to the Counting Committee who checked the 
count as noted on the envelopes by a machine count to verify the amount 
as noted. Please consider that it would have been utterly impossible to 
count ALL the coins in ALL the envelopes, even by machine, in the 
short time allotted for the commission, so, envelopes were selected at 
random, opened and verified, and since all of those opened and checked 
were correct it was taken for granted that those not checked were in 
perfect order. 

Next, the envelopes of coins having been found in perfect order by 
the Counting Committee were turned over to the Weighing Committee, 
but first, I learned this later, a certain amount of coins had been selected 
(always at random) by the Assay Committee for assaying purposes, with 
a notation on the envelopes the weighing committee received that coins 
had been removed for this particular purpose. 

Since the writer of this report was a member of the Weighing Com- 
mittee perhaps I should report this operatipn in more or less detail. 
Checking back through back numbers of The Numismatist I find that 
reports have been made on all other committees but I fail to find one of 
the weighing committee, so begging your indulgence, let me go into 
slight details. For a short time we had nothing to do other than to 
check weights which had been sent to us by the Bureau of Standards, 
under seal, on special calibrated scales which also had been checked 
some days previously by the Bureau of Standards, but it was not too 
long before buckets of envelopes containing coins by monthly shipments 
began reaching us. The first ones came from those minted in 1948 at 
the Philadelphia Mint and were of dimes, quarters and half dollars but 
when we selected them at random we never knew what denomination 
was coming up next nor from what day of the month or from which 
delivery of that particular day. At any rate, we, also, selected envelopes 
of coins at random and began weighing them. 

As I mentioned previously, we had weights before us of the exact 
weight of a dime, quarter and half dollar but in addition we had weights 
(all carefully checked by the Bureau of Standards) of 5 grains, 3 grains 
and down to 1/100 of a grain. 

After selecting coins at random they were placed on the scales by 
Dr. Condon with all the members of the weighing committee carefully 
looking on and weighed according to requirements. The first coin 
weighed light but was still far within the legal tolerance allowed, in 
fact, the first ten coins which were weighed showed up light in weight, 
and, since these were from the Philadelphia Mint, we began to call Edwin 
Dressel, Supt. of the Philadelphia Mint, good old “Light Weight’' Dressel, 
but as it turned out the next ten coins were heavy in weight and within 
the legal tolerance allowed and that Mr. Dressel had kept within the 
requirements allowed by law and “could not be punished by DEATH” 
as the law once required. 

Our findings were that about 50% of all coins weighed were “light” 
in weight and 50% were “heavy” in weight but not one single coin 
weighed exactly the weight as required by law, however, all were far 
within the legal tolerance allowed. Dr. Condon, our chairman, who 
weighed many coins slowly but efficiently, finally turned over his duties 
to Mr. Friedman, one of his assistants, and from that point on the 
weighing was not only efficient but very speedy. The Weighing Com- 
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mittee consisted of the following: Dr. Edward U. Condon, Chairman; 
Mrs. George Maurice Morris (the most beautiful and charming pereon 
on the commission) ; Mrs. David Fitzgerald and yours truly — the writer. 

All day Wednesday and on the forenoon of Thursday we had able 
assistance from members of the Bureau of Standards and from officials 
of the Mint, but following our luncheon on Thursday noon, the Commis- 
sion met entirely by itself to prepare its reports, to make recommenda- 
tions and to submit resolutions — then following the signing of all 
reports, recommendations, et al, it adjourned sine die. 

On Wednesday afternoon, most of the members of the weighing 
committee left their posts to go up to the second floor of the mint to 
watch the Committee on Assaying at work. This turned out to be 
very interesting and to me very educational but time ran out on us 
far too soon and we had to adjourn for the day. On Thursday morning 
we were taken on a tour through the mint and THIS I really enjoyed. 
Everything was explained to us and every question I asked was always 
cheerfully answered by some official from the mint or by some of the 
workmen inside the mint. (And, believe you me, I asked hundreds of 
questions.) Everybody with whom I had contact was informed at every 
moment that I was a numismatist and this stood me in good stead dur- 
ing our trip through the mint because mint officials seemed to go out of 
their way to answer questions or to explain things clearly and concisely 
at every turn. 

Knowing that I was a numismatist, and always having some official 
of the mint at my elbow, whenever I started a question with: “Would 
it be possible to . . . before I could finish my question the answer 
invariably was “NO.*’ Not even a sample of the “sweepings” weighing 
possibly 1/lOth of a grain was available to me as a souvenir. As I see it 
now, I wonder how I got out of the mint with a few copper scraps which 
stuck to the soles of my shoes. But with it all, I admire and have great 
respect for the integrity of each and everyone connected with the mint. 
I was treated with great respect from the first door policeman, the 
police lieutenant, all the mint officials and finally to Mr. Dressel, Supt. 
of the mint; I received every courtesy and every consideration that any- 
one could want. I owe great thanks to everyone connected with the mint 
for every consideration given me. 

Along with its serious side, the commission also had its social side 
for on Wednesday noon we were entertained at a very delicious luncheon 
at the Ritz-Carleton Hotel and at which time were introduced to officials 
at the mint whom we had not met previously. At this luncheon we were 
informed that the Commission was to meet for a dinner at 7 o’clock at 
the Ritz-Carleton it being optional whether to appear formal or not. We 
assembled at our hotel, the Bellevue-Stratford, and walked across the 
street with the lovely ladies dressed in evening clothes and the men in 
business suits. This dinner was a very sumptuous affair and following it, 
Mrs. Nellie Tayloe Ross made another very nice talk and then asked 
every member of the Commission to make a talk. The party broke up 
around 10 o’clock and we returned to our hotel and there were invited 
to be the guests of Mr. Bowen, our Chairman, in a special room reserved 
for his special party. 

On Thursday noon, we were again guests at a luncheon at the 
Ritz-Carleton at which time we were introduced to a few more mint 
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officials whom we had not met before among them being Gilroy Roberts, 
the chief engraver, who had just recently received his appointment from 
President Truman to succeed the late Mr. Sinnock. At this luncheon all 
the members of the commission received a very beautiful medal which 
was struck to commemorate the 1949 Assay Commission. This medal, 
the work of Mr. Roberts and Mr. Gasparro depicts the very work we were 
doing — Assaying. Each medal had the owner^s name engraved on the 
rim. While still on the social side, I enjoyed a very delicious luncheon 
Tuesday noon with Col. Moss with whom I had a very splendid visit and 
an exceptionally fine seafood dinner at Bookbinders on the water front, 
on Tuesday evening with my good friend, George Magee. 

Serving on the Assay Commission was a marvelous experience and 
I made the most of it with my constant questioning of the many mint 
officials (all of whom were always co-operative) and I feel safe to say 
that I obtained a hundred fold more out of it all than all the rest com- 
bined. Along with it, I believe that LADY LUCK played along with me 
from beginning to end, particularly since it was mentioned on two 
different occasions that “in all probabilities no one ever again would 
come from as great a distance as has Mr. Rowold.** 

I am very grateful that the “Gods” permitted me to serve the 
A. N. A. in a very small way, in my receiving this appointment to the 
1949 Assay Commission.

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FORGED SHEKELS AND SHEKEL MEDALS 
By BRUNO KISCH, M. D., New York City 
Shekel forgeries 

The shekel was a monetary unit among the Jews in former times, 
as everyone knows from its quotation in the Bible. It is, up to now, a 
problem under discussion as to when the Jews first issued real coins, and 
especially whether the thick silver shekels, like the one which can be 
seen in our figure 1, were issued by the Hasmoneans, or whether they 
are money of the time of the first Jewish revolution. Some experts, like 
Reinach, F. G. Hill, and recently B. Pick in a paper published after his 
death, support the opinion that the thick shekels are not coinage of the 
Hasmoneans. However, as we know from the book of the Maccabees 
(15:5,6), the Hasmonean, Simon, was authorized to issue Jewish coins 
by an edict of Antioch VII. The coinage of the ancient Jews and espe- 
ciaUy its outstanding representative, the silver shekel, has always been 
of highest interest, not only to archeologists, humanistic scholars and 
numismatists, but also to each layman interested in the biblical history. 
Therefore, since the scientific rediscovery of the shekel in the 13th cen- 
tury by the Ramban (1195-1270), and its enthusiastic description by the 
famous Spanish poet and theologian Arias Mantanus (1527-1598), (see 
figure 3) more and more scholars, collectors and religious people of dif- 
ferent faiths became eager to possess such biblical monetary pieces. 
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The supply of genuine shekels was always, and is up to date, very 
limited, and the demands always far surpassed the existing supply. 
Therefore, beginning with the 16th century, forged shekels, gradually 
increasing in number, appeared on the market, and were often bought 
at the same high prices as the genuine ones. We do not know of any 
counterfeit shekels from classic times, in spite of the fact that we have 
a lot of forged money of other people from ancient time. For instance, 
we have the well-known Roman so-called Subaerati or Tunicati with a 
silver coating hiding a base metal content. No such shekel is known of 
the early times, and the few supposedly ancient forgeries of Jewish silver 
coins are extremely rare and by no means reliably traceable to the time 
of the genuine shekel. Perhaps the reason why we do not have any 
counterfeit Jewish shekels from that time is that these shekels were 
primarily used as a tithe or a gift for the Sanctuary, and therefore, 
there may have existed an understandable timidity concerning the forg- 
ing of coins designated for the Sanctuary. However, from later times, 
we have many counterfeit silver shekels. Some of them were made with 
such outstanding craftsmanship that only the eye of an expert would 
recognize the fraudulent imitation. Among the outstanding personalities 
who are known for their forging of Jewish coins, I would like to mention 
only John Cauvin, who lived in Padua, 1499 to 1570. His products, the 
so-called Paduans, can up to date, still be found in collections and on 
the market. Another man famous for the forgeries with which he fooled 
his contemporaries and later generations, was the court counselor. 
Backer, in Offenbach, Germany, who died in 1830. A list of Backer’s 
forged coins was published in Berlin in 1843 by M. Binder. We find that 
Backer issued as genuine pieces not only modern editions of the most 
precious ancient coins, but even such coins which never existed. He also 
made a Jewish silver shekel of the year 2 (probably our figure 2). It is 
not intended here to give a detailed report of all traceable forgeries of 
ancient Jewish coins. Their selling must have been a lucrative business 
because they are by no means scarce, and in this writer’s collection are 
not only some of the rare old pieces of forged shekels, but also many of 
very recent time. 


Shekel medals 

Of much greater interest to me than the forged shekels were always 
those medals with Hebrew lettering which could be found in Europe in 
each coin dealer’s shop, and can also be bought here in the United 
States, although not as frequently as in Europe. They are sold for a 
small price, under the title of “False shekels.” In Europe they are some- 
times advertised under the title of “Goerlitz shekels.” They appear in 
the literature for centuries in the most varied types and forms, and, my 
own collection, up to now, comprises of not less than 81 such different 
types. There may surely exist many more unknown to me. All of these 
shekels have certain features in common which make them similar to 
the genuine shekel, and on the other hand some which differentiate them 
from it. Firstly, instead of the goblet present on the original shekel, 
these so-called false shekels have, on the averse, a censor or a vase with 
heavy smoke over it. This smoke may be the misinterpretation of the 
letters indicating the year of issuing which are written over the goblet 
on the genuine shekel. Secondly, each of these so-called false shekels 
has, on both sides, an inscription in Hebrew square lettering, on one 
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side indicating, in translation, “Shekel of Israel,*’ and on the other side 
‘The Holy Jerusalem.** Both these inscriptions appear on the genuine 
shekel also, but never in square lettering. The lettering of the genuine 
shekel is always the ancient Hebrew alphabet. On the reverse of the 
so-called false shekel, there is always a design of a clipped staff from 
which, on both sides, small branches with leaves protrude, sometimes also 
berries. This again is very different from the genuine shekel, which as 
our picture shows, has on the reverse a three branched budding sprig. 

It is common in most of the so-called false shekels that their size is 
much larger than that of the genuine ones. The latter has a diameter 
of about 23 mm, and the diameter of the shekel medals varies mostly 
between 27 and 36 mm. It is very seldom only 23 mm. The shekel 
medals are made of silver, tin, lead, brass, or iron. The old literature 
on Jewish coins mentions gold coins also, however no proof exists that 
the Jews had ever issued gold coins. I personally have never seen a 
golden shekel medal either, however a few shekel medals of gilt silver are 
in my collection. 

Studying these medals for many years, it was very clear to me that 
these are by no means counterfeit coins made with a fraudulent purpose 
in spite that they unquestionably have been used in modern time and 
probably even in former centuries time and again to cheat ignorant col- 
lectors. The fact that some of these types bear a date of manufacturing, 
or, in Latin lettering, the initial of the artist, or even the name of the 
firm and of the place where they were made, excludes entirely the idea 
that they were fabricated as forged shekels. Therefore, in the mono- 
graph I wrote before on this topic, it was suggested that the unjustified 
name of false shekels for these products be substituted by the truly 
deserved designation of “shekel medals.** A medal, as the name implies, 
is a piece of metal struck, or cast, without the purpose of being used as 
money exchange, or as forgery of a coin. 

ORIGIN AND PURPOSE OF THE SHEKEL MEDALS 

In the 16th century, the century of humanism, a widespread interest 
existed in Europe for everything connected with the knowledge of ancient 
times. At the same time, in Joachimsthal, Bohemia, the medalistic art 
was fiourishing as never before in any part of Europe. Up to this day, 
the masterpieces of this time and this place are cherished and highly 
paid for objects on the numismatic market. To a very high degree, the 
medals of Joachimsthal were dedicated to biblical topics showing biblical 
scenes and personalities. In this way they gave the owner of such a 
medal not only a fine piece of art, but also instructions and information. 
We know from a contemporary author, John Muthesius, who visited 
Joachimsthal in the 16th century and described enthusiastically the 
impressively beautiful medals made there, that there could be seen next 
to other fine religious articles, also “Jewish shekels and other commem- 
orative pieces.’* In this statement of Muthesius lies not only the proof 
that in the 16th century Joachimsthal produced shekel med^s, but also 
a proof that in the 16th century these pieces were manufactured and 
sold as commemorative medals and not for the purpose of cheating 
collectors. 

I was able to prove from documentary witness that the first shekel 
medal struck in Joachimsthal was a work of the famous Joachimsthal 
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engraver, Nickel Milicz, and probably issued about 1550. The dies of 
this first shekel medal were bought in 1612 from Nickel Milicz’s grand- 
son by Emperor Rudolf 11, and may still exist in one of the Vienna 
collections or museums. A cast, an outstanding and unique piece still 
existing bearing the year 1584, was probably made from one of these 
early Joachimsthal medals. This shekel medal (the Meysel-Shekel), 
from the collection of my late father. Prof. Dr. Alexander Kisch, is now 
in the possession of my brother. Prof. Guido Kisch, New York. Similar 
to the type of this Joachimsthal medal are a few others in this writer’s 
collection from the 16th century. 

The existing plurality of types of shekel medals in the most differ- 
ent kinds of material, hints still to another purpose for which they must 
have been made and used. This purpose is clear through data I was 
able to collect from sources in Goerlitz, Silesia, which explain also why 
these shekel medals went into the German numismatic market under 
the name of ‘'Goerlitz counterfeit shekels.” In Goerlitz, in the 15th and 
16th centuries, lived a patrician by the name of George Emmerich. He 
was, between 1481 and 1504, for five times. Mayor of the town of Goer- 
litz. He was a knight of the holy sepulchre in Jerusalem which he visited 
as a pilgrim. Emmerich became the initiator of building, in his home 
town, Goerlitz, as a place of pilgrimage for religious people, an image 
and imitation of the holy sepulchre in Jerusalem. Later on, such sanc- 
tuaries were built in many different places in Germany. We know from 
literature, that in Goerlitz, next to the sepulchre could be seen imita- 
tions of the supposed 30 silver pieces paid to Judas Iscariot. To the 
pilgrims visiting this place of pilgrimage, copies of such silver pieces 
were sold as souvenirs together with a description of the holy sepulchre. 
The oldest such description (1719) sold to the pilgrims, still preserved 
in the Goerlitz Museum, mentions that in the holy grave can be seen 
the silver pieces. In the collection of the Goerlitz Museum, attached to 
such a booklet of 1743 is still one of these shekel medals. But already 
in the 17th century, these medals have been very poular, and discussed 
and depicted in the literature. In 1671, among other coins, one such 
specimen was deposited in the knob on top of the steeple of the Nicholas 
Church in Berlin as a remembrance for coming times. In all places of 
pilgrimage, the need for souvenirs is very great, and we understand that 
the same was the case in Goerlitz as well as in other places of the holy 
sepulchre. These places may have been the source of most of the shekel- 
medals still in existence. 

Up to now, I was able to trace the following towns in the world 
where shekel medals were manufactured: In Joachimsthal, Bohemia; 
Prague, the Capital of Bohemia; Goerlitz, Silesia; Hamburg and Hol- 
stein, Northern Germany. Some shekel medals were finally made, in the 
19th century, in New York. A man by the name of A. Nicholas of New 
York had provided the issuing of such shekel medals in silver and bronze 
in the midst of the last century. Traveling in Europe, Nicholas was so 
impressed by such a shekel medal which he saw in the Vatican in Rome, 
that he ordered a drawing of the medal, and took care that copies of 
this supposed silver piece of Judas Iscariot were made as “a facsimile 
of the shekel of the sanctuary.” He was not aware that he made and 
advertised widely only copies of a Bohemian or Silesian shekel medal. 
There exists also another type of shekel medals which stems from Amer- 
ica, but I was not yet able to trace it back to its true source.

MASONIC SHEKEL MEDALS 

One special type of shekel medals was manufactured in the United 
States exclusively. That is the Masonic shekel medals. Different 
Masonic lodges here have medals issued for some Masonic purposes. On 
one side, these medals have the insignia of the lodge, and the name and 
number of the chapter issuing the medal, and on the other side, a rough 
imitation of a genuine shekel. In contradistinction to the European 
shekel medals, and the before mentioned two America types in which 
there is always square lettering, most of the Masonic shekel medals try 
to imitate very precisely the old shekel picture with the old Hebrew 
lettering. These bear the goblet on top of which the year is indicated by 
two letters, and only because of a lack of knowledge of the lettering of 
the original, the individual letters on some of these Masonic medals 
became fantastic meaningless signs. 

Only a few such Masonic shekel medals are known to this writer 
with square lettering. One was depicted in The Numismatist (Vol. 55, 
page 16) in 1942. Here we have a different and very original purpose 
of making shekel medals for use in a secret society. The eldest repre- 
sentative of this group known to this writer is from the year 1866. This 
would mean a few years after Nicholas had made his shekels in New 
York and had given them a wide publicity through newspaper articles. 
This piece from 1866, from my own collection, has also square lettering. 
On the averse is a smoking vase with two handles. The inscription reads 
“Shekel Israel.” On the reverse is the usual branch with leaves and 
berries, and the usual inscription “Holy Jerusalem.” The date given on 
the reverse is 1866, and on the averse is a second inscription which could 
be deciphered as follows: Harmony R. A. Chapter No. 800 (806?) Fif- 
tieth Anniversary July 16 in 1816. In my collection, there are not less 
than 14 different types of Masonic shekel medals (silver, white metal, 
copper). Some of them were worn, as can be seen from the loop attached 
to them. 

LYON’S SHEKEL MEDAL 

A very peculiar shekel medal made in a very fanciful and elaborate 
way is already described with a picture in the 17th century, by the 
famous numismatist Hottinger, and by others. An enthusiastic teacher 
of Hebrew, by the name of S. Lyon, published an entire pamphlet on 
this shekel medal, which he thought to be from King David’s time and 
of which an issue was found by laborers in 1809 when they were digging 
amongst ruins near Huntington. 

Only a part of all the known shekel medals shows an artistically fine 
and valuable pattern, like the Meysel shekel mentioned before (1584), 
and most of the pieces from the 16th century, or Lyon’s shekel medal 
(17th century). Most of the shekel medals, however, were cheap stuff, 
mass production, made of base metal to be sold for a few cents to faith- 
ful pilgrims. Only three of them can, with a certain surety, be attrib- 
uted to specific artists. The first is the shekel medal of 1584, which 
probably goes back to the original of Nickel Milicz. The second is an 
extremely fine silver shekel with the initial of the artist I. B., which 
I could attribute to Johan Buchheim, born in Breslau, Silesia, 1624. He 
died in 1683. Another shekel which bears the initial of its artist R. B. 
can be seen in our figure 10. It is a fine artistic piece. The exact copy 
of it without the initial exists in my collection. The initials probably go 
back to Rudolf Bornemann, mint master at Zellerfeld, from 1676 to 1711. 
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I tried to present all of the different types of shekel medals of my 
own and those known to me of other collections, according to their 
averse into groups so that they may be easier to distinguish. Each new 
copy found can be fitted into this system and easily sorted, whether it is 
one of the known ones or not. The groups of subdivisions offered are 
the following: 

A. Dated shekel medal from 1584. B. The pieces with a Chalice-like 
smoking urn, with a conical leg. C. The handleless smoking urn with a 
narrow neck. D. Smoking urn with two handles and a narrow neck. 
E. Cylindrical smoking urn with narrow leg and broad pedestal. F. Gob- 
let without smoke, inscription in ancient Hebrew lettering. G. Shekel 
medals of the American Masonic Lodges. To this may be added an 
eighth (also American) group “H’' containing medals with an averse 
side like the Masonic Lodge medals, but on the reverse, instead of the 
Masonic insignia, an inscription which shows no connection with a 
Masonic Lodge. My own collection contains such a piece of which the 
averse is very similar to that of the lodge Harmony Royal Arch Chapter, 
No. 52, issued 1914. The reverse, however, reads as jfollows: The coin 
of Elijah, Grand Rapids, Welfare Union, “Peace be to thee and to all 
thy house.” 

The pictures added to this paper show a representative of each group 
of the shekel medals.

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REMARKS ON ROMAN PORTRAITS

It has often been said that the art work on the coins of ancient 
Rome is inferior to that on those of Greece. While this is true in general, 
there is one branch of art work in which the Romans have never been 
surpassed. That is in portraiture. The Greeks produced fine idealistic 
portraits; but the Romans aimed to show a man’s face exactly as he 
looked in all details. And they did very well at it. 

As all Roman emperors showed their efiSgies on coins, thus Roman 
Imperial coins present accurate portraits of all the emperors, the 
weaklings and incompetents as well as the great and able ones, through- 
out the whole history of the empire. We can see exactly what they 
looked like. These are the best portraits of them that exist — and in 
many cases they are the only portraits of them in existence. There are 
Roman coin portraits showing people unknown in history, for example, 
Paulina, the wife of Maximinus I (235-238) ; Mariniana, the wife of 
Valerian I (253-260), and others. 

Coins of several emperors show their features at various ages. 
This is conspicuous in the case of Caracalla (196-217) whose early 
coins show him as a boy, then as a youth, then a young man, and finally 
with a bearded face wrinkled by care. 

In addition to the portraits of what might be called the legitimate 
line of emperors and their families, there also exist portraits of various 
rebels, usurpers, pretenders of all kinds. Many of these were very 
obscure men, ruling small areas for brief periods, as the Emperor 
Marius who ruled for only three days in Gaul (267). Coins of Marius 
are scarce, but a surprisingly large number exists for such a short 
reign. This may be due to two causes: the possibility that coins were 
struck clandestinely in preparation for his usurpation; and that after 
his death the mint continued striking before the news reached it. 
Certainly three days seem insufficient for the preparation and issue of 
a series of coins. 

During the disturbed and confused reign of the Emperor G 2 illienus 
(joint emperor 253-260; sole emperor 260-268), when the entire Roman 
Empire was racked with every kind of disaster — wars, plagues, rebel- 
lions, political corruption, and financial distress — and it seemed as if it 
were breaking up, a whole host of rebel emperors sprang up, mostly in 
the outlying provinces. There were so many of these that in the Scrip- 
tores Historiae Augustae, Trebellius Pollio calls them Tyranni Triginta, 
or the Thirty Tyrants, in a rather far-fetched analogy to the Thirty 
Tyrants of Athens. And most of these rebels struck coins, many of 
them of very crude workmanship. Most of these rulers were very 
obscure and reigned for very short periods; little is known of them 
except that we have their portraits on coins. However, some of them 
were men of considerable ability — in fact, of more ability than the 
legitimate Emperor, Gallienus. One of these w£is Postumus, who seized 
Gaul in 258 and ruled it ably until his death in 267. Postumus issued 
an extensive coinage and his coins are very common, but are a little 
difficult to obtain in fine condition. Many of them are poorly struck. 
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In 287 another able rebel, Carausius, seized control of Britain and 
held it successfully until his murder in 293. The home government, 
being unable to dislodge him, made a virtue of necessity and recognized 
him as joint emperor in charge of Britain. During his reign he issued an 
extensive coinage, much of the workmanship being crude. But crude or 
good, all of his coins have a very characteristic portrait, showing him 
with heavy features and an unusually thick ‘‘bull’’ neck. 

The Roman coin artists did not flatter their subjects. I have read 
some place, but cannot recall the reference at the moment, that when 
the first specimens of coins for Claudius I (41-54) were presented to 
him for approval, he at first rejected the issue. He stated that they 
made him look ridiculous, and it was only after his officials assured him 
that he really looked like that in profile and didn’t realize it because a 
man normally doesn’t see himself that way, that he approved the coins. 
He said that if that was the way he looked, then he couldn’t help it, 
and he regarded the coinage as somewhat of a joke on himself. The 
point of this story is the complete absence of flattery in portraiture; 
it was neither offered, nor insisted upon. The coiners showed the 
emperor his defects, and he consented to being shown thus. 

A curious feature of Roman coin portraiture is that during the 
struggles for the throne during the third century, when emperor after 
emperor was murdered — often after a very short reign — the coins of 
the new ruler sometimes show the portrait of the previous one. For 
instance, in 235 Maximinus the Thracian murdered Severus Alexander, 
and became the Emperor Maximinus I. The mint officials evidently 
were advised of the change in rulers before they were supplied with a 
portrait of the new emperor to reproduce on coins, and not knowing 
what he looked like, they simply continued using the portrait of the 
dead emperor. Thus the first coins of Maximinus I have his name and 
titles, but the portrait is that of Severus Alexander. There are other 
such cases. 

It was stated at the beginning of this article that the Roman coin 
portraiture was excellent; that is true, but it did not continue so. As 
the empire went into its decline, the art work declined along with 
everything else. So while early portraiture is very fine work, the time 
came when the work became poorer; the portraits began to look more 
like flat, lifeless drawings, even though it is obvious that the artists 
still tried for accuracy. But the decline continued, until after Constan- 
tine I (306-337) the faces became so conventionalized that they all look 
much alike. Finally, especially in the Eastern Empire after the fall of 
Rome, the portraits hardly look even human, but often resemble gro- 
tesque faces such as a child might draw. 

During the period of skilled workmanship, there is one class of 
coins that is an exception from the usual accurate portraits; this is the 
series of “restoration” coins. A restored coin is one copied more or less 
accurately from the type of a deceased emperor and issued by a later 
one, with an inscription stating that it is restored. The obverses of 
such coins bear the names and titles of the earlier ruler and a supposed 
portrait of him; but in many cases the portrait is not correct. This 
seems to be due to the efforts of the artists to give a “slant” to the 
features, so that they would somewhat resemble those of the current 
emperor. 
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It is evident that the Roman mints considered the portrait work 
of the highest importance, and assigned their best workmen to that 
work. Many Roman coins with very fine portraits have reverses of 
considerably inferior work, indicating that different men worked on the 
two dies. The main object was to get a good portrait; the reverse was 
secondary, and the lettering of still less importance. Often coins with 
fine portraits have mediocre reverses, and irregular lettering. 


THE NEW YORK NUMISMATIC CLUB 

Report by Committee on Programs 

The establishment of a definite program to be followed at meetings 
is necessary for the maintenance of interest, the attraction of new 
members to the club and the general coverage of the numismatic field 
over an extended period. In the New York Numismatic Club the col- 
lectors are predominantly collectors of U. S. coins with a substantial 
percentage of collectors of foreign coins, note collectors and token or 
medal collectors. Some collectors confine their collections to certain 
specialized items. Each one of these groups should be encouraged to 
show his prized coins to other collectors of the same type of collection 
and also to the collectors of other types of numismatic material. The 
committee does not know what program should be undertaken for the 
exhibit of ancient Greek and Roman coins and of medieval coins. Perhaps 
one or two meetings a year should include such items unless a greater 
interest is stimulated in such items. 

In addition to the exhibit of coins, one of the important phases of 
club activities is the reading of papers or the delivery of extemporaneous 
talks. Members should be encouraged to read such papers and requests 
should be made sufficiently in advance to permit preparation. 

In the matter of exhibits a regular manner of selecting the topics 
should be adopted, not a haphazard selection. The method of covering 
the subject of the regular U. S. issues has been a logical one. In the case 
of foreign coins there are at least two logical programs, one geographical 
and one alphabetical. The alphabetical program has been successfully 
used by other clubs and is recommended. 

We have in our midst a number of collectors of paper money. The 
exhibit of these items should be encouraged, but because of the limited 
number of denominations available to even the wealthy collector, a 
definite extended program is difficult to formulate. There are several 
members of the committee who are not very familiar with paper money 
and who feel that they would like to be educated on such matters as the 
difference between Federal Reserve Notes, Federal Reserve Bank Notes, 
National Bank Notes, silver certificates, gold notes and the like. Paper 
money collectors may be called upon to supply such matters of infor- 
mation. 

In addition to the above three types of exhibits and those of token 
collectors, it is suggested that some special topic of interest to some 
member on the fioor be selected each month. A paper or talk may or 
may not accompany it.

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Obituaries 

JOHN HOWARD SNOW, A. N. A. 2013 

It is with the deepest feeling of loss that we write of the passing 
of our dear friend, Charter Member and Member of the Board of Gover- 
nors of the Mound City Stamp Club. 

John died suddenly of heart disease Monday evening, February 14, 
1949, while attending a meeting of the Missouri Numismatic Society, 
at the Melbourne Hotel in St. Louis. He was laid to rest in Bellefountaine 
Cemetery in St. Louis Friday, February 18th. Mr. Snow, a nationally 
well-known collector of stamps and coins, and for many years a Dealer, 
was born in St. Louis, September of 1881. Most of his childhood was 
spent in St. Louis, and he was graduated from Missouri University. His 
store of information and his stories of early St. Louis provided many 
pleasant moments for his friends. He was a member of the National 
Coin (ANA) and Stamp (SPA) Societies and was widely known and 
highly regarded wherever he went. 

As a local collector Mr. Snow was one of the founders of the old 
St. Louis Stamp Club, from which the Mound City was originated. He 
was a charter member and many times held important offices in the 
Mound City Stamp Club. His positions at the time of his death was a 
member of the Board of Governors and Bourse Chairman of the Open 
House. He was also, an active coin collector of long standing, having, 
exhibited his coins in the St. Louis World’s Fair of 1904. He was con- 
sidered one of the nations outstanding coin experts, and was past presi- 
dent of the Missouri Numismatic Society of St. Louis.

Nominations for Office 
In the March issue, on page 178, 
there appeared the official call for 
nomination of officers for the 1949- 
1950 Association year. Just what does 
this mean to you, as a member of 
the Association?

They 
will not be acknowledged but those 
nominated will be notified immedi- 
ately and candidates must accept their 
nominations in writing on or before 
the closing date, mentioned above. 
Nominations sent in after June 10 
should be accompanied by written 
acceptance of the nominee. 

The nomination and election of 
your officers should receive your 
careful attention. The internal oper- 
ation of the Association, at its present 
size, is so complex that the member- 
ship cannot involve itself in the details 
of such operation. The actual admin- 
istration of the Association is in the 
hands of the Executive Board, which 
you elect, and the other officers, 
elected or appointed, serving under 
the direction of the Executive Board. 

It has been customary for most of 
the nominations to be made by affili- 


ated clubs, formerly called corporate 
members. This is appropriate but 
need not be restricted to only these. 
It is a waste of time to nominate a 
member who you know will not 
accept, and it is worse than a waste 
of time to nominate a member un- 
qualified to discharge the duties of 
the office. You should review these 
duties, as prescribed in the By-Laws, 
before making any nominations. Then 
nominate the persons whom you be- 
lieve to be best qualified to discharge 
those duties. There should be no 
other considerations. It indicates en- 
dorsement and implies support when 
you nominate a candidate already 
nominated by others. Please do not 
neglect this important privilege and 
duty of your membership. 

Improperly Directed Mail 

Each officer of the Association re- 
ceives a considerable amount of mail 
from the membership, and others, in- 
cluding a great deal that should have 
been directed to some other office. 
It is forwarded, of course, but this 
wastes time and postage, and delays 
the answer or action that is requested 
or expected. The following specific 
comments may be helpful: 

President. Send him your comments 
of either approval or disapproval of 
general matters of policy, suggestions 
for improvement of the Association, 
any matters that should be presented 
to the Executive Board or to the con- 
vention, requests for information or 
assistance on any matter upon which 
you think he can help you. 

First Vice President. His principal 
duty is to help the president when 
called upon to do so, and he gets 
such calls often. 

Second Vice President. Official 
duties are to supervise and assist the 
District Secretaries, and they should 
feel free to write to him on any 
matters pertaining to their work. He 
also assists the president and first 
vice president. 

General Secretary. Send applica- 
tions for membership, subscriptions, 
requests for single copies, changes of 
address, membership dues, resigna- 
tions (if you feel you must), notices 
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of decease, nominations, acceptances 
of nominations, ballots, proxies, in- 
quiries of any kind (some of these 
may have to be sent on to others to 
answer), complaints (not too many of 
these please), and anything else that 
you think I can help you with. Do 
not send club reports, material for 
publication, advertising copy or in- 
quiries regarding same. Don’t ask me 
what happened to your copy of The 
Numismatist if it failed to arrive. 
I wouldn’t know. However, I will 
supply a duplicate if copy is lost or 
damaged in the mail. 

Treasurer. Do not mail your dues 
payments to him. He gets the money 
eventually, but it must pass through 
the books of the General Secretary 
first. 

Librarian. Requests for books from 
the Association’s library or for infor- 
mation regarding numismatic litera- 
ture. You should not expect the 
Librarian to look up detailed infor- 
mation for you. Reprints and back 
numbers of The Numismatist are 
available from the Librarian. 

Editor. Send him your manuscripts 
for publication and recognize that not 
all of the material submitted can be 
accepted. Some material may dupli- 
cate that already published or on 
hand; a selection may have to be 
made if more is received than can be 
used, and some may have to be de- 
clined as unsuitable for one reason 
or another. Send him any material 
suitable for “Notes and Queries’’ or 
the “Editor’s Corner.’* News items, 
obituaries, club reports, notices of 
organization of new clubs or of 
change in oflScers or meeting dates, 
announcements. Do not send him 


changes in mailing addresses or re- 
ports of missed copies. 

Business Manager. Send him adver- 
tising copy, remittances for advertis- 
ing and inquiries regarding advertis- 
ing rates or regulations. Do not send 
changes of address or inquiries re- 
garding subscriptions or membership. 

Board of Governors. Members will 
usually have little ocasion to address 
members of the Board on oflScial mat- 
ters which should more properly be 
directed to one of the offices men- 
tioned above, but you should feel free 
to write to any member of the Board 
on any matter pertaining to Associa- 
tion policy or with any suggestions 
for general improvement. All of your 
officers are anxious to serve you in 
the best possible manner and are 
better able to do so if you tell them 
what you want and what you don’t 
want. 

1051 North Broadway, Wichita, 
Kansas. This is actually the address 
of the office of the General Secretary, 
and you are invited to stop in at any 
time. It appears in The Numismatist 
to comply with postal regulations, and 
to facilitate delivery of freight and 
express . . . but it should not be used 
as a mailing address. Use the P. O. 
Box 577. Wichita has splendid air 
mail service and this can often be 
used to advantage. However, don’t 
send mail special delivery. It wastes 
postage to address special delivery 
mail to a box number and actually 
delays it. 

It is hoped that these remarks will 
help us give you more efficient serv- 
ice ... if you will cooperate.

various gaps so that the finished work presents a handy compilation of 
information on English coins of the period. With literature on English 
coins being somewhat diflScult to obtain this book should go far in help- 
ing to fill this need. This is especially true when one considers that this 
work is to be followed by a second book covering the English silver 
coinage from 1649 to 1948. 

Although written in a condensed style, the book covers most of 
the pertinent details of the early English silver pennies, both Long and 
Short Cross types; Groats; and the silver coinage of James I and Charles 
I. Of special value should be the list of mint marks which includes the 
dates they were used and illustrations of 126 of them. There is also a 
section covering the weights and value of English coins. Many of the 
coins described are illustrated with line drawings. — ARLIE SLABAUGH 
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Our National Coin Collection 

On a recent trip east I was privi- 
leged to visit the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution in Weishington, D.C. Our na- 
tional coin collection has a prominent 
place in the institutional program. 
The men responsible for the good 
work are: Dr. A. Wetmore, Secretary, 
and John Graf, Acting Secretary, of 
the Smithsonian Institution, Stuart 
Mosher, and many others. 

The personnel of the Smithsonian 
Institution has made notable accom- 
plishments with the national coin col- 
lection, which is the finest and most 
complete of any in this country and 
perhaps of any in the world. 

There are 13,608 pieces on exhibit, 
which are presented in attractive 
cases. All the coins are being cleaned 
and reattributed, and new cards, with 
proper explanation of such pieces, are 
in the process of execution. 

The coins on exhibit consist of an- 
cient gold, silver, and copper, foreign 
gold, U. S. gold, U. S. private gold, 
U. S. patterns, U. S. copper, silver, and 
nickel, and foreign minor, foreign 
dollar-size coins, and medals. The Lin- 
coln collection, probably the finest in 
existence, occupies a focal point in the 
display. 

One of the most striking exhibits is 
that of U. S. gold coins, of which 
there is a complete collection of U. S. 
double eagles. It is an exhilarating 
experience to examine an 1849 U. S. 
double eagle, not to mention the rare 
St. Gaudens high relief roman nu- 
merals, of which it is said there are 
but 16 copies, and the two pieces of 
the same type, smaller but of double 
thickness. The Moritz Wormser Me- 
morial collection is there on display. 
These coins belong to the American 


Numismatic Association and are in the 
Institution on permanent loan. The 
A.N.A. has been adding to this exhibit 
for a long time, and will continue to 
do so as new issues are purcheised. We 
have another public exhibit of coins 
in the Joslyn Memorial, Omaha, 
Nebraska. 

The A.N.A. owns a wide variety of 
other coins not yet on exhibit, but 
they will be when suitable space is 
found and additions are made. 

Would you like to present a col- 
lection of coins, medals, or paper 
money to one of these collections? 

Other great rarities of U. S. money 
too numerous to specify are there, as 
well as complete collections of gold, 
silver, and copper of this and other 
countries, and extensive rarities of 
world coinage.

This year will be notable for our 
hobby in particular and for numis- 
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matics in general. Your Association is 
steadily growing. You will be grati- 
fied to know that we now have the 
largest mailing list to date in our his- 
tory. This can be accounted for by 
the energetic work of our District 
Secretaries, by the interest and en- 
thusiasm of the members, and by the 
favorable publicity that coin collect- 
ing has received. The Association’s 
publicity, consisting of Ted Hammer’s 
articles on coins, medals, and paper 
money, appearing throughout the 
country in newspapers and periodi- 
cals, is attracting widespread interest. 

In the Saturday Evening Post of 
February 5, 1949, there appeared an 
article on coins, “Want $3,750 for a 
Nickel?” a story of the coin business 
and of the establishment of B. Max 
Mehl of Fort Worth, Texas. This, too. 


has stimulated additional interest in 
our hobby, and in the A.N.A. 

By the time our current year closes, 
with that momentous convention in 
San Francisco, August 21-25, it will 
indeed be another year rich in numis- 
matics.

SAN FRANCISCO WILL BE A VACATIONER’S DELIGHT

San Francisco offers visitors many interesting attractions to suit all 
tastes, one of which is its world renowned eateries. Here you can get 
food typical of any nationality prepared in proper style amidst appro- 
priate atmosphere, that will be appreciated by anyone, even of regal 
tastes. 

In the downtown area are many fine hotels each with restaurants 
that have an atmosphere all their own. Then, scattered within a four 
block radius of the Palace one can enjoy the individuality of eating places 
whose “ancestry” goes even back as far as the days of *49. 

Out Montgomery Street, mentioned last month, just past the sector 
that used to be the waterfront in 1849 is North Beach, with its many 
French and Italian eating places where good food is the trade mark, and 
here too are the few places catering to night life in a Barbary Coast style. 

In the outer edges of the city are many dining establishments of 
which those in Fisherman’s Wharf should be mentioned, for here you 
can get tasty sea foods brought in from the sea the day you eat them! 
There is color to your trip there if you use the mode of transportation 
that has no counterpart in any American city — the cable car. To get 
the real bang out of it, you would start out from the turn-table terminus 
at Market and Powell, after having assisted, as do all good tourists, in 
turning the cable car around ; this ride takes you up over Nob Hill where 
lived in “palaces” the financial giants of half a century ago and then on 
into the northern section of North Beach to the other turn-table terminus 
at the edge of Fisherman’s Wharf. 

On the Pacific Ocean side of San Francisco is the Cliff House facing 
the famed Seal Rocks, where a good view is had of the entrance to the 
storied Golden Gate, where many ships have come to infamous ends, one 
of which is said to have gone down with a fabulous cargo of gold which 
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to this day has eluded treasure seekers. Through this same waterway 
came the first ship to bring gold seekers, in February of 1849, to San 
Francisco. 

For a city of a compact 44 square miles there is much to see and 
do, and even the most seasoned travelers couldn't do justice to their 
desires even if they had a month. To those of you who will be coming 
for the A. N. A. Convention August 21-24, if you have any places you 
would especially like to see, you might let such desires be known in 
advance, so you might be directed there individually if it is not other- 
wise covered in Convention programming. 

The numismatic exhibition in connection with this Convention is 
for members of the A. N. A. in good standing, so it is time now to decide 
that you are going to exhibit and what the subject of your exhibit will 
be. The exhibit cases are 25" by 40" and each exhibitor will be limited 
to 3 cases because of space limitations. It is planned to have paper 
money exhibited in stamp frames 22" by 24". This will conserve space 
and give them a better setting. These stamp frames will hold 4 sheets of 
paper 81 / 2 " by 11 " so exhibits mounted on such sheets will be easy to 
set up. Where it is desirable to fold over paper money to show variations 
of printings, etc., coin cases will be used so as not to “crease" such items. 

San Francisco has not had a good coin exhibition in a long time, 
and with a good response for this Convention the aim of the A. N. A. in 
promoting a greater interest in coins can be attained and numismatic 
activity should be increased in this area as a result. 

We’ll see you in San Francisco.

Numismatic Items That Are not Coins 
Dear Sir: 

Many years ago, when I began col- 
lecting coins, specializing in Colonials, 
Pioneer and Private Gold Coinage, 
and U.S. Types, I would have appre- 
ciated very much the following, or 
similar, information from some older 
collector, or from an article in some 
numismatic magazine. 

1. There is no U.S. Half Cent of 
1837, and the one advertised as such 
under the caption: “Half Cent Worth 
of Pure Copper” is a private issue, 
and has no business being included 
by a dealer or any one else in the list 
of U.S. half cents. It belongs in the 
class of Hard Times Tokens, or Store 
Cards, and has no more standing as a 
U.S. coin than wooden nickels or any 
other private product. 

2. The counterfeit California gold 
dollars, half dollars and quarters, 
listed and sold by some dealers as 
“California Souvenirs,” and under 
other attractive and delusive titles, 
are fakes of the first water. No 
reputable dealer should handle these 
worthless brass discs, let alone try to 
pass them off, either by direct de- 
scription or implication, as belonging 
in a class with genuine territorial 
and private gold coinage. 

3. The 1856 eagle cent is a pattern, 
and does not belong in the regular 
issue of U.S. cents. The eagle cent 
was coined under an Act of Congress 
in force February 21, 1857, which 
shows that the flying eagle cent dated 
1856 was simply a pattern or experi- 
mental coin and had no legal author- 
ity. 

4. Norse centennial medals, thick 
and thin, put out in 1925, should not 
be included in a list of commemora- 
tive coins. They are not coins, and 
should not be classified as such by 
any dealer or any one else. 

Of course, in the above cases, if you 
are collecting store cards, or counter- 
feit coins, or pattern pieces, or medals, 
then it would be all right to spend 
your money for these items, providing 
you buy them for what they are, and 
not under the impression that you are 
getting genuine U.S. coins, or, in the 
case of the second item, genuine 
specimens of California private gold 
coinage. The least that any reputable 
dealer could do, if he handled any of 
the above, or similar items, would be 
to so describe them as to fully inform 


the buyef just what he was getting, 
and not give the buyer any just 
grounds for afterwards claiming that 
he had been swindled, and that the 
dealer was a fraud.

Coins Should Be Exhibited, 

Not Buried! 

Dear Sir: 

I am a new member in the A.N.A. 
and perhaps what I want to say has 
already been brought to your atten- 
tion. If it has please pardon my pre- 
sumption. 

The practice of leaving to institu- 
tions or organizations collections of 
coins which to all intents and pur- 
poses are buried from that time on 
is highly objectionable. Several in- 
stances of this locally have recently 
come to my attention. Our club in 
one instance has succeeded in having 
at least part of the collection put on 
permanent display. In another case 
in a nearby city a coin dealer tracked 
down a rumor that a certain museum 
had a fine collection of coins stored 
away. They were finally found, but 
are still stored away, dirty, poorly 
protected, no asset to anyone. 

In talking to a fellow collector just 
lately, he bemoaned the fact that his 
alma mater, a college in a neighbor- 
ing state, had an unusually fine col- 
lection but that no one ever saw it 
unless they asked specifically. Then 
they were given the key to the room 
where it was stored in file after file. 

It seems to me that if these facts, 
which can probably be multiplied 
hundreds of times the country over, 
were publicized enough it would result 
in fewer collections disappearing from 
sight upon the death of the owner. 
There is no intent on my part to say 
what should be done with one’s col- 
lection, but certainly a buried collec- 
tion is no asset to numismatics. Con- 
versely, even if a collection is broken 
up and sold, that act alone stimulates 
interest in coins and adds zest to col- 
lecting.

Dangers of Using Cyanide and 
Lacquer 

Perhaps my degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy in chemistry should be dis- 
carded for I would not use sodium 
cyanide on my coins but anyone that 
wants to use it can do so. 

My main criticism of Mr. Potter’s 
paper {The Numismatist, January, 
1949) lies in the fact that cellulose 
lacquer is a nitrate and it so happens 
that cellulose nitrate + copper + 

moisture cellulose + copper 

nitrate. This latter compound is a 
blue-green and if Mr. Potter will 
examine his copper coins after about 
a year under normal humidity con- 
ditions he will find blue-green streaks 
in the coating. Of course, under con- 
ditions of generally high humidity 
such as in Ohio I have observed this 
within a month. 

Silver reacts similarly; cellulose 

nitrate + silver + moisture 

cellulose + silver nitrate. The latter 
compound is white and can be de- 
tected only by chemical means. Cer- 
tainly casual observation will not indi- 
cate the presence of this corrosion 
product. Various other “ester” lac- 
quers also have ill effects upon the 
metal. The catalyst used in the poly- 
ester types oxidizes the cleaned sur- 
face of the metal. 

A final point is that cellulose lac- 
quer films are extremely porous and 
possess a lattice structural character- 
istic. It is an extremely useful lab- 
oratory tool and cellulose lacquer 
films are used as filtering surfaces 
in many ordinary laboratory prepa- 
rations. We found coins would tarnish 
even though “protected” by cellulose 
lacquer. 

We are not writing this letter as a 
critic, although our comments might 
be worthy of consideration. We real- 
ize that The Numismatist is not a 
chemical journal and that its con- 
tributors are allowed a certain 
amount of “poetic license.”

Three Towns Named Changshow 
Dear Sir: 

Was interested in the reproduction 
and translation of the Chinese char- 
acters on the two metallic tokens in 


the August, 1919, issue of The Numis- 
matist, which the translators were 
unable to attribute as locality of issue. 

Reference has been made to the 
latest available List of Post Offices of 
the Chinese Directorate General of 
Posts. This indicates that there are 
three towns in China named Chang- 
show with the identical Chinese char- 
acters as shown in the illustrations. 
These are located in Hopeh (Peiping), 
Kiangsu, and Eastern Szechuan prov- 
inces, respectively. As similar token 
of bamboo and metal have previously 
been attributed to various towns in 
the Yangtze valley, it appears highly 
probable that these tokens emanated 
from the Kiangsu town, and not from 
Manchuria or Korea, as indicated in 
your columns.

A coin collector looks many times at 
each coin that comes his way, and 
there is developed in him a concept 
of monetary values non-coin collectors 
seldom possess. 

If he wasn’t thrifty before he began 
collecting specie, he becomes thrifty 
in the collecting processes. 

Two years ago the coin collecting 
fever attacked me, a liberal coin 
spender. I still spend money, but not 
as lavishly, because I have collected 
some coins that are worth far more 
than non-numismatists would believe 
offhand, and I have become some- 
what proud of my collecting judg- 
ment, though yet a rank novice. 

I am now almost afraid to spend 
metallic money for there may be 
“gold” in it. 

A characteristic of the stingy, I am 
told, is their ability to trade. Well, 
I’ve developed a knack at trading, 
and more, I have become a hoarder 
of sorts. In my safety-deposit bank 
box there reposes some coins I’ll not 
sell ’til somebody comes along who is 
willing to pay through the nose. 

Of course, I do not recommend 
stinginess, nor praise the hoarder, nor 
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do I admire one who exacts the last 
fraction-ounce of silver. These are 
not very good traits, but I do admire 
the saver, yet I was not one myself 
until I was “taken down” with coin- 
collecting. 

I am not too young in the collecting 
business to observe this same quality 
in other just begun collectors, in 
whom a greater appreciation of 
money has sprung up. 

Naturally, I am grateful to the 
coin collecting “industry,” and to the 
American Numismatic Association. 

The A.N.A. has shown that high 
idealism can be made to go hand in 
hand with thrift, and through its 
practices collectors are automatically 
thrown into close personal contacts 
with men and women of high char- 
acter and unusual capabilities. 

Unhesitatingly, I would recommend 
coin collecting — I mean the kind fos- 
tered by A.N.A. — as a means of lead- 
ing one to thrifty habits.

You’ll enjoy the praise 
of those who view your displays. 

If you can arrange radio or tele- 
vision programs you will enjoy new 
experiences in those fields, and at the 
same time, serve to spread the gospel 
about a hobby we all love.

Department of Odds and Ends 
A reader wants to know why the 
Mexican gold 50 peso piece is called a 
“centenario.” He claims that a “cen- 
tenario” should be a 100 pesos, not 50. 
The name “centenario” refers, not to 
the denomination, but to the fact that 
it was first coined in 1921 to com- 
memorate the Centennial of the Inde- 
pendence of Mexico. . . . Plenty of 
complaints coming in on the re- 
issues of the Booker T. Washington 
half dollars. The coin was authorized 
in 1946 and at that time the intent of 
the commission, while highly imprac- 
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ticable, seemed to be of worthy pur- 
pose. Since then they have been is- 
sued yearly and certainly the 1949 
issue of 12,000 sets can be considered 
nothing more than an attempt de- 
signed to gouge coin collectors. 

The claims and counter-claims as 
to which state has the most A.N.A. 
members prompted us to consult the 
recently published A.N.A. Directory. 
We measured the space devoted to 
state memberships and found that 
New York State has a listing 102 
inches in length. California is next 
with 93 inches. California has about 
20 less “place names” but that is not 
enough to account for the nine inch 
columnar difference. Only three mem- 
bers are listed for the state of Ne- 
vada. We have twice that many mem- 
bers in South Africa, or in a dozen or 
more foreign countries listed in the 
Directory. 

The Paris office of Time Magazine 
forwards a letter from John B. Ben- 
nett, 3 Brandreth St., Tusmore, Ade- 
laide, Australia. Mr. Bennett, 26, col- 
lects coins of foreign countries and he 
would like to correspond with col- 
lectors living in the United States. 
. . . Harry Mathews is postcarding his 
friends from Acapulco, Mexico. He 
claims he is taking a vacation from 
numismatics. . . . Orange County Coin 
Club put out a handsome brochure on 
the 10th Anniversary held January, 
1949. Well supported by advertisers, 
too. 

It seldom makes the headlines but 
every once in a while a local chamber 
of commerce wants the United States 
Government to establish a “branch 
mint” in their town. You can’t blame 
the boys for trying. . . . The New 
Zealand Trade Commission phoned 
wanting to know if there would be 
any demand by coin collectors here in 
the United States for a New Zealand 
crown that is being planned for late 
in 1949. We said “Yes, providing it 
was offered at a reasonable price.” 
We were told that it would be sold at 
face plus cost of handling. That seems 
fair enough and we urge collectors 
and dealers to inform the Commission 
the number of such crowns they 
would like to order, if and when they 
are issued. The address of the New 
Zealand Trade Commission is 1800 K 
Street, NW, Washington, D.C. 

Collectors* cards appear to be on 
the increase. From Max M. Schwartz 
comes a shell bearing his name and 
encasing one of the 10-cent Centenary 


stamps of 1947. Max says that only 25 
of this variety were made and so we 
add another rare item to our collec- 
tion of numismatic cards. . . . Israeli 
coins, to appear within the not too 
distant future, will bear designs 
based on the Jewish coins issued 
about 2,000 years ago. The coinage 
contract has been let to a British 
concern, the Metals Division of Im- 
perial Chemical Industries, Ltd. 
Thanks to Hans Holzer and others 
who sent in newspaper clippings. . . . 
Frequent requests are received for 
quotations on foreign exchange. Such 
information can best be obtained from 
the financial pages of daily news- 
papers. Rates change from day to 
day and by the time a table could be 
published in The Numismatist it 
would be altogether out-of-date. 

Associated Press of January 24 re- 
ports that a customer walked into a 
bar in Macomb, 111., and placed a bag 
containing $1,600 in gold pieces on the 
bar. He was fined $14.40 for disturb- 
ing the peace.

Dr. F. S. Epps, speaker for the eve- 
ning, gave a rambling talk on several 
subjects starting by announcing about 
a new type coin board, or holder, con- 
structed of plywood in different color 
woods such as, mahogany, walnut, 
maple, cherry, etc. Openings are covered 
by acetate slides and manufacturer 
states the boards are free from any 
sulphur and will not warp. 

Next was a discussion on the possible 
cause of the milky scum which appears 
on some coins, while it may not appear 
on others, even coins of the same date. 
According to the information, which was 
furnished by a member of the club, the 
planchets are annealed by heating then 
washed in a solution of sulphuric acid 
to clean and brighten, then rinsed in 
boiling water to remove the acid. After 
the bath in the water they are riddled 
in sawdust to dry. During the process 
of drying the planchets, the sawdust is 
bound to absorb a certain amount of 
moisture and the last batch or last few 
batches of planchets will be drying in 
sawdust containing considerable mois- 
ture. It may be that a chemical reaction 
is taking place in this moist sawdust 
along with the metal planchets forming 
an acid, either picric or acetic, which 
will leave some coins with a coating of 
film or scum which may not appear 
until a later date even though the coins 
are wrapped in anti-tarnish tissue or 
protected oy some other method. 

The last subject was a much delayed 
report of the 1948 A.N.A. Convention 
which was held in Boston and his expe- 
riences while attending this convention.
